THE DANCE IN SPAIN. 


It fe an Essential Part of the Life of 
the People. 

Dancing is a universal instinct with 
Spanish women. The great annual feria 
at Seville is largely an orgy of dancing.

Toledo, Jevez and Valen- 
ela, Religious dancing continued to be 
common in Catalonia and in Roussillon 
(the most Spanish of the French prov- 
inces) up to the seventeenth century. 

But a real and unique survival of re- 
Hgious dancing is the dance of the 
BSeises In Seville cathedral, when the 
ehoristers, wearing the same costume 
as they were 400 years ago, perform a 
dance to the accompaviment of casta 
nets in the space between the high al 
tar and the choir,
